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ANOTHER PROPHECY OF DOOM 

Congress' zeal for fact-finding has jseldom 
been more abundantly displayed than In the 
matter of unification of the armed forcea. 
Unification was proposed before the war 
ended. A plan was finally drawn up and a bill 
introduced. The top, middle, and low brass 
o( each branch of the service was quizzed. 
It would seem that all necessary Information 
should be In by now. But the congressmen 
are still asking questions. 

The latest Is Rep. W. Sterling Cole, who 
has polled more than 200 navy officers. Per- 
haps he hasn't uncovered any fundamentally 
newf arguments against unification In his 
questionnaire. But he must be given credit 
for turning up a prophecy of doom that tops 
any navy forebodings published to date. 

This was in a reply from a Capt Walter 
Karlg, USNR. Captain Karig, who Is also 
Identified as a novelist, naval historian and 
former newspaperman, thinks that the pro- 
posed bill not only Is a threat to the national 
defense, but also to our republican form of 
government. 

He saya that the result of giving "extra- 
vagant" powers to the proposed secretary of 
jiatiooal defense would be "the domination 
of the composite department by the profes- 
alonal military. In violation of the spirit of 
the constitution." 

Why? The proposed new cabinet post 
would be headed by a clvUian. He would 
be responsible to the President. His assistant 
secretaries at the head of the army, navy and 
air force departments would be civilians. 
How is this any more of a threat of militar- 
ism than the present setup? 
1 ^Captain Karlg thinks the proposed unlflca- 
tlim would create a self-pcrpetuatlng bur- 
eaucracy outside the reach of congress. How? 
\The national defense secretary would have 
to be approved by congress. Congress would 
control the new department's funds. So how 
would this department be more of a seif- 
perpetuatlnff bureaucracy than any of the 
existing departments? 

Furthermore, the captain believes that this 
bUI is being "propelled to enactment by a 
hysteria produced by distorted images of ap- 
proaching war." (Considering the speed of 
congress' action, It's scarcely Jet propelled.) 
And he thinks the new bill, If made law, 
would hasten a war. 

We don't get that last point at all. We hope 
however, that It doesn't mean that Captain 
Karlg thinks that such men as Admiral 
Nlmitz and General Elsenhower are war- 
mongers who would seize the new department 
and plunge us into another conflict. We 
hope he doesn't think that the creation of 
such a department would be the signal for 
congress to abandon Its great responsibility 
and authority, and for the people to give up 
their voice In the conduct of their govern- 
ment. 

If these are the bases of Captain Karlg's 
warning— and xuch nn Inference In hard to 
escape— thoy betray a lack of faith In our 
democracy which certainly Is not Justified by 
the proposed unification bill.

But— and this is no newft— the practical, bread-and- 
butter, backroom politicos Just do not like Tom Dewey. 
With the possible exception or Senator Ive«. a brilliant 
collaborator with Senator Talt In framing the aenata 
labor bill, he has not a single friend among national. 
Republican moguls at Washington. 

In short, Mr. Dewey will be nominated only if the 
□OP. wanting power and Jobs, thinks that he Is the 
only man who can win lor them. 

It Is an unhappy and imforlunato phrase whicli the 
writer does not like to use but, by and large, ttie 
Republican politicians "hate Dewey's guts." He known 
It, and so does Paul Lockwood, hit exlremely abla 
and likable Man Friday. 

REPUBUCAN— It Henry Wallace tosses "his turban 
into the presidential ring next year, hit defiance of 
President Tnrnian may assure a Republican victory.

In that event, the Republicans will name a safe-and- 
Bound ticket. And, if Mr. Wallace enters the race, 
the betting is that the Republican slate will be Sen, 
John W. Brlcker, O.. lor lirst place and house speaker 
Joseph W. Martin, Jr., Mass., for the Ko.

KADIO CAN'T BE FREE 

Teslllying before the senate commerce committee 
Friday, Prank Stanton, president of the Columbia 
broadcasting system, urged that "rodlo should be an 
free as the press . , . e<iua1ly free from government 
controls." Contending that broadca.itlng today Is only 
half-free, ho added: "It has been singled out among 
all the media of communication of thought Tor gov- 
ernment regiilBllon." 

What Stanton onld regarding restrlcllnns upon radio 
is trtip, and necessary. The frccrtimi ho asks would 
be desirable but. untortunatcly. Is unobtainable. And 
there are good reasons for both. 

Radlo'ft straltjackel arises from Its own Inhticnl 
physical limitations. Because tho niunber of broad- 
rnsllng channels available it limited, those who hold 
ihom have a semi-monopoly and, like other monopolies, 
muni bo under protective regulation oC the government. 
The govermneiil licenses tho use of ther>o broadcatltng 
channels becau-wi that Is the only fcasllile way to avoid 
iho chsoa that would result from uiiliniiled freedom 
t(ir radio to usg whatever channels It pleased whenever 
it SI) ilr.ilieiL Anil tho very fact that the government 
nuisl have this imwrr. which Incliidrs llio riKht tn 
withdraw an well us Issue licenses, gives It a potential 
bUidKnin civrr ratllo. 

Thill Ln why radio. In lU pre.ifiil stage o( pliyslml 
ilnveloiiiiient. I'an never ho us (reo and independent 
ns thr |iirsn and oUior prlnled media ot Information 
and enirrtiiliuiient. It has tho Blaliis ot a regulated

It must have be«n with » deep 
leellnB of dlo^ipolntment that Ber- 
nard Baruch hu turned from his 
recent efforts in behalf ot interna- 
tional cooperatlcm to discuss the 
neceulty of all-out American mili- 
tary preparedness. 

Universal military training and 
total moblliutlon I are not new 
themes for. Baruch. But since World 
war II he has been working wHh 
otlier plans which he hoped would 
someday make total mobilization a 
thing of the past 

Plan Not Accepted 

But his atomic control plan has 
not been accepted, and the times 
have more of a pre-war than a post- 
war complexion. So Baruth appeals 
once more to a strong u, S. Be does 
not expect an Immedlato war with 
Russia. Tht ImpUcaUon Is that 
he is not so sure about the future. 

Talk of war is a vague thing. 
What would start It? Do our military 
leaders actually fear that Russian 
bombers would suddenly lay waste 
to our large cities? 

"SUrt Utile Wan" 

Not exactly. Big powers don't start 

Ig wars any more. They start 
little wars with limited' obJecUve— 
when they think others will not or 
cannot Interfere. Then they find 
that their estimates were wrong, and 
the whole world explodes. 

Ruula, Italy and Oermanj did 
some experimenting. So did Japan. 
The result was a lesson to everyone. 

But Russia is experimenting again, 
in Europe, in Iran, in Turkey, In 
Greece, In Mongolia. What we have 
to fear is that, when an experiment 
shows sure signs of bringing on a 
major explosion and war appears 
Inevitable, we will then be subjected 
to a vastly modernized Pearl Harbor.

SHANGHAI, June 37 (jT)— Trou- 
bled China felt the Impact today ot 
civil war reverses and the country's 
failure to qualify for a 1500,000.000 
American loon before the end of 
June. 

Chinese currency sank to an all- 
time low on the black market. It 
was quoted at 58,000 to one American 
dollor, (The legal rate la 13,000 to 
one). Financial observcra gloomily 
predicted It would reach 1,000,000 
to one before tlio year's end.

[acuities. Cotton explained. Thla 
accounts for smudges which often 
appear on cups and glasses In such 
places, and while the lipstick Itself 
may not be particularly repulsive. 
It may conceal germs that are cap- 
able of spreading disease to any- 
one who comes in contact with It. 

The solution to the problem o: 
cleaning eating utensils smeared 
with this common germ carrier re- 
quires special equipment and careful 
supervision of cleaning methods.
